Washington, Sept. 4.—On June 30, 1902, 
there ^ c rc 1,001,494 pensioners on the rolls 
of the United States. These detailed fig­ 
ures were made public to day by the com­ 
missioner of pensions: 


On the corresiionding date this year the 
number had declined to 996,5^. 
Nearly 


41.000 names have been dropped from the 
pension rolls in the past year by reason of 
deaths, the number running from 2,000 to 
5.000 a month. 


Ohio leads the states in the amopnt of 


pensions paid by the federal government. 
She has 102,318 pensioners, drawing more 
than 115,000,000. Pennsylvania is next, with 
101.1G4 pensioners, the disbursements ag­ 
gregating 113,330,000. New York 1« third, 
with 89,$^ pensioners in that state, draw­ 
ing 111,75(1,000. The total for the year is 
about $33,000,000, there being very little 
change in the appropriations on account 
of pensions during the past five years. The 
following table shows the number of pen­ 
sioners on June 30 last pnd the amount 
paid out in pensions In the rejsijective 
states during the last fiscal year:

UNITED STATES CBUISEBS 
ABBIVE AT BEIBVT 


Additional Detectives Placed 
Around American Ijegatlon at 
Constantinople— Otlier Pow- 
em May fjaiid Marines. 


Beirut, 
Syria,

4.—The 
United 
States cruisers Brooklyn and San Fran­ 
cisco have arrived here. 


Wa.shIngton, Sept,' 4.—Minister Leish- 
man cabeld the state department owing 
to disturbed conditions in Constantinople 
an additional detective force was stationed 
at the American legation. 
This action 
was taken on suggestion of the Turkish 
government, which assured tbe American 
minister it will use every precaution to 
protect all* foreigners, but has warned 
different embassies and legations it would 
be well to strengthen the force Inside the 
buildings. In ca.se necessity develops It is 
probable the Turkish government will be 
recpiested to allow the United States to 
.«end a detachment of marines from the 
squadron which is expected to arrive at 
Beirut to day, 
Lcishman also informed 
the department a number of governments 
were landing marines in Constantinople 
for the protection of embassie.s. 


Paris, 
Sept. 
4.—It Is authoritatively 
stated in view of growing disorders in 
Turkey a French fleet will be ordered to 
hold itself in readiness to proceed to Turk­ 
ish w'aters. 
Determination followed re­ 
ceipt of the report from the French am- 
basi^ndor at Constantinople. Similar pre­ 
parations were made by Italy, Austria, 
Ru.ssia and Great Britain. Officials here 
expect the fleets will act together in case 
of a crisis. 


Sofia, Sept. 4.—Colonel ‘^Jankoff, insur­ 
gent leader, with three lieutenants of the 
Servian army, at the head of a band of 
400 insurgents, with flag flying, crossed 
the frontier Monday evening and passed 
thro^igh Turkish posts unopposed. General 
Sostosheff, president of the Macedonian 
committee, in disguise of a sheep dealer, 
also crossed the frontier. 


Captain Stoyadoflt's band càiptured fifty 
Turkish soldiers 
at 
Rakovitza, fifteen 
miles southeast of Sofia, Aug. SI, took 
their arms and ammunition and proceed­ 
ed to Kolnishko. 


A dispatch from Rila, forty miles from 
Sofia, says the date of general insurrec­ 
tion has been postfioned. 


Constantinople. Sept. 4.—Consul Ravndal

Lcishman the authorities there are ac­ 
tively seeking the assailant of Vice Con­ 
sul Magclssen. The consul is not able to 
state if he Is among the persons already 
arrested. 


Turkish official reports indicate complete 
success of military operations against In­ 
surgents in Kllssura district. Over four 
hundred insurgents are reported killed. 


It is now said the assistant conductor 
of the sleeping car was the author of the 
bomb outrage Aug. 27. jwhen an east 
bound daily express from Buda Pest to 
Coiujtantlnoplc was blown up near Kuleli- 
bcrghs and seven persons killed; He left 
the train at Phlllpiiopolls and has l>een 
arrested there. 


CONSUL SATISFIED. 
Washington, Sept. 4.—Cheicib Bey, Turk­ 
ish minister, called on Secretary Hay to 
day to inform him he had received from 
his foreign office official advices to the 
effect the American consul at Beirut was 
entirely satisfied with the measures Tur­ 
key had taken to protect life and prop* 
erty there and to investigate and act with 
respect to the assault on Vice Consul 
Mageissen.

The United States must 
either insist upon the porte listening to 
its representations regarding ,tVmerlcan 
converts or drop missionaries altogether. 
The latter course naturally is impossible 
rmd sending of a squadron has great sig­ 
nificance as showing determination on the 
part of America to take an active part in 
the Tuiklsh qiiestlon.” 


The Increasingly threatening aspect of 
affairs In the Balkans seriously occupies 
all the European capitals: W hat Is to bc- 
done in Macedonia is anxiously discussed 
on all sides. Censorship Is active at Con- 
st.’intinople, for the only news thus far of 
landing of marines emanated from Wash- 
iigton,. The subject is not mentioned in 
any Constantinople dispatches received 
here. The most active military prepara­ 
tions by the Turkish government are pro- 
cteding and Turkish officers are talking of 
their ability to reach Sofia within three 
weeks from the outbreak of war. 


The Sofia correspondent of the Tele­ 
graph declares Bulgaria's aversion to war 
is insuperable on both military and pol­ 
itical grounds. He asserts the Bulgarian 
government is resolved to sedulously 
avoid everything calculated to lead to hos­ 
tilities, firstly, on account of Austro-Rus- 
sian opposition, and secondly, because the 
army is totally unprepared for war. It is 
reported , in Constantinople Russia and 
Auscria contemplate proposing joint occu- 
P9tion of the disturbed provinces.

New York, Sept. 4.-SIr Thomas Lipton 


was the guest of honor of the Pilgrims of 
the United Etates at a dinner given in his 
honor to night. Nearly 150 men prominent 
in many walks of life were present. Deco­ 
rations were in keeping with the event. 
At hte outset. the guest' sang a sons to 
the refrain of “M r Dooley," which told 
of thè virtues of Sir Thonuis and his ef­ 
forts to lift the cup. Sficeches were made 
by George T. Wll.son, Sir Thomas Lipton. 
Gen, Joseph Wheeler, Gen. H. C. Corbin, 
Col. Henry Watterson, former Gov. C. S, 
Thomas of Colorado and Senator A. E. 
Bates. 


Mr. Wilson, who presided at the ban­ 
quet, addressing Sir Thomas, said that his 
attitude had struck a responsive chord in 
every heart. "As a loser you are a cork­ 
er. You will ever have the admiration, 
love and regard of all Americans.” 


Sir Thomas was given many hearty 
rounds of chcers when he arose. Speak­ 
ing of the yacht race, he said he had been 
beaten fairly and congratulated America 
on having the best boat. *‘I am beginning 
to think,” he said, “tliere is some magic 
spell about that bloomin' old cup. Two 
years ago I had it almost within my 
grasp, but it escaped me then as it has 
escaped me now. and it seems as fj|r off 
as ever.” He said that although he had 
been unsuccessful he did not despair and 
hoi>ed some day to succeed. 
He pro­ 
nounced Herreshoft the greatest designer 
of the age. 
"America is a very hard 
country to beat and I know it. I am a 
very disappointed man, but still I have 
the consolation that both conquerors and 
conquered belong to the same good old 
race.

He discussed the changc to day 
with Assistant Secretary of State Loomis. 
For many years it had been practically 
the uniform practice of presidents to ap­ 
point men to the consular service substan­ 
tially without reference to whatever pre­ 
vious experience they may have had. 
Pre.sldent Roosevelt, after consultation 
with Secretary Huy and other members 
of the cabinet, has determined to appoint 
hereafter to important places in the con­ 
sular service men who already are in the 
service and have had that experience and 
training in minor positions which will 
render them the more capable of filling 
places of higher grade and greater im^ 
portance. The change in policy does not 
extend civil service to the consular ser­ 
vice and it does not extend, necessarily, 
a consul’s tenure of office at any iiartlcu- 
lar place; but. It Is pointed out, it does 
give reasonable assurance to manufactur«- 
ing and commercial 
interests 
of

United States that in comparatively a 
brief time all important consular posi­ 
tions will be filled not only by men of 
character and ability, but by men who, by 
training and experience,

LIVES IN DANGER 


Govvernor of Colorado DccIdes 
to senfl Troops to Cripple 
Creek. 


Denver, Sept. 1.—Governor Petibody de­ 
cided at noon to day, after receiving the 
report of the committee which he sent to 
Cripple Creek to investigate the strike 
conditions there, to dispatch troops to 
Gold Camp. Brig. Gen. John Chase will 
be in command of the force, which num­ 
bers 1,000 men. 


The Western Federaton of Labor to day 
protested against the governor's order 
sending troops to Cripple Creek, saying 
the strike situation there did not warrant 
such action and that members of the 
union W'ould assist In keeping the peace. 


Governor Peabofly made a statement to 
night in which he Justifies ordering out of 
troops and says It was the result of an in- 
vestli;ation conducted by a committee he 
.sent there for that purpose. The report 
of this committee was to the effect the 
lives of cltlicns were In Jeopardy; that a 
reign of terror existed In the Cripple 
Creek district and that prompt action was 
imperative.

He firmly declared that he 
was going to “stop that foolishness” and 
•straightaway went to where Elsie wa? 
working, commanding her to refuse to sec 
Croffley again and to stop writing to or 
receiving letters from him. 


The daughter said little, but her eyer 
filled with tears. She continued listlesslj 
to cut corn. After a while she complained 
that her knife was dull and said that she 
would go to a grindstone at the back of 
the house to sharpen it. She went alone. 


An hour later, when she had not re­ 
turned, her brother Elmer went to th( 
barn. H e found her body hanging from a 
rope about her neck. She was quite dead 
Dr. Vaine. acting for the coronar, held 
inquest and made a thorough investiga­ 
tion into the circumstances of her death. 
The parents, the brothers, young CroflCley 
and various yojung people of her acquaint­ 
ance were examined.

The prevail- 
ng direction of the wind was from 
the northwest, the maximum veloci­ 
ty being 31 miles on the 5th. 


There were twelve clear, ten part- 
y cloudy and nine cloudy days in the 
month. There was no frost. These 
igures are taken from the records of 
the weather bureau on the top of the 
federal building and are official gov-

A contributor tp a recent issue of 
the Virginia Gazette gives the fol­ 
lowing interesting account of slavery 
daya in Cass and Morgan counties: 
ÀS if well known by those who are 
familiai* with Illinois history, all that 
portion of the United States between 
^the Ohio; river and Canada, from New 
York and Pennsylvania on the east to 
the Missisippi on the west-^including 
Illinois 
of 
course — subsequently 
known as the Northwestern Territory, 
was wresled from the English in 
'1775-79 by Virginia volunteers com- 
manded by CoL George Rogers Clark* 
The Virginia legislature then annex­ 
ed it to that state as ‘Illinois coun­ 
ty,” and shorty after the close of the 
revolutionary war ceded it to thé 
general government. 


The ordinance adopted by congress 
in 1787 for control and disposition of 
t)iat conquered territory, especially 
stipulated that slavery should for­ 
ever be excluded from it. Yet, Afri­ 
can slavery, introduced in “the Illi­ 
nois” in 1719 by Philip Francois Re 
nault, was then an established insti 
tution here, and continued undisturb­ 
ed until adoption of the Illinois con­ 
stitution of 1847 peremtorily aboish 
cd it 


The sketch of our much respectec 
fellow citizen, Wm. Stevenson, in last 
week’s Gazette, reminds me that ne 
grò slavery once existed within the 
present limits of Cass county, a fact 
of which no doubt but few of your 
readers 
are 
aware. 
When James 
Stevenson migrated from Kentucky 
to Illinois in 1829 he owned a negro 
slave woman who was so attached to 
the family that she begged to be tak­ 
en along with them to their new 
home. Her apepal was successful, 
strong, gentle horse, with side saddle 
\vas procured, upon which “Aunt” Ra 
chael was mounted, and thus she rode 
all the way through from Scott Coun­ 
ty, Ky, to Little Indian, often dis 
mounting, when tired, and walking 
mile or two to “spell herself and crit 
ter.” 
On arrival here a cabin was 
built in the rear of the family resi 
deuce and there, installed as chief 
cook, the faithful servant pa^ed the 
remainder of her life She died many 
years ago—before the organiizlation o 
Cass county in 1837—and was buriec 
in the Stevenson burying ^ound, now 
enclosed in the timbered pasture east 
of Little Indian station*, where her 
dust now lies in eternal repose. 


it is related that a short time after 
the Stevenson family was settled here 
when the harvesting and stackin 
was all done, some of them went 
across the prairie to attend à camp 
meeting that w’as going on in Billy 
Holmes’ grove, and “Aunt” Rachat* 
who was much inclined to piety, ac 
companied them 
In those pioneer 
days the most popular and convincing 
Gospel exegesis, particularly at camp 
meeting, took the form of lurid por 
trayal of Satan and the lake of burn 
ing brimstone over which he preside« 
3n the 
occasion mentioned Peter 
Cartwright and other ministers there 
dwelled upon atan’s insatiable appe 
tite for sinners, and pictured the lior 
ror of his fiery dominion with such 
larrowing earnestness that the seek­ 
ers around 
the 
anxious seat were 
wrought up to the highest tension o 
emotional frenagr. But few of them 
lad ever seen a negro, and then as 
“Aunt” Rachael approached, a shout 
ing hysterical young woman strongly 
under conviction suddenly catching 
a glimpse of her black face, shrieked 
“There is the devil come for mej save 
me. Lord,” and fell in convulsions. 
The terror that overcame her became 
epidemic prostrating others, and for 
a few minutes all was wild confusion 
“Aunt” Rachael was sò disgusted at 
having been mistaken for the devi 
that she left as soon as possible for 
the seclusion of her cabin, and was 
seen no more at camp meeting. 


Since writing the above I have Ik^ u 
told that “Aunt” Rachael was free 
before leaving Kentucky, consequent­ 
ly must correct 
statement that 
Cass county was at one time polluted 
by human slavery.

CThlneae Im m lfrratlon. 


New^ Chinese regnlntions, prepared 
by Commissioner General of Innnigra- 
tlon Sargent and approved by Secre­ 
tary Cortelyou of th<?, deparlnient of 
commerce and labor, have be<Mi made 
public and are now ready for distribu­ 
tion. These rules designate what Chi­ 
nese persons are permitted to land at 
ports of the United States under the 
provisions of the law’s and treaties, to­ 
gether with the ports at which Chinese 
other than Chinese diplomatic and con­ 
sular ofllcers may land, and name the 
oillcers who have been ve.sted with 
the i3ower and authority heretofore 
conferrt‘d on collectors of customs, giv­ 
ing their stations and jurisdiction. 
Provision is made for a Bertillon rec­ 
ord of all Chinese laborers arriving and 
departing at porta of entry, copies of 
such registry to be transmitted to the 
commissioner general of immigration. 


Numerous changes have been neces­ 
sary in the revision of these rules to 
make them confonn to the transfer of 
Jurisdiction over the subject from the 
treasury department to the department 
of commerce and labor.

Kdgar T. Ti)avics, chief factory in- 
S|K‘Ctor of lliuois, has issued a circul­ 
ar calling tlic attention of employers 
to provisions of the n<;w child labor 
law passfid by tlur last legislatun*; in 
forc4‘. July 1, lOtW. 
Copicii of the 
same have beeri sent to the various 
leounty Huperijilendents 
of 
schools 
throughout the stale, a.s their duties 
in issuing age an<l school certiiieates 
are speciiic. 


The following is a digest of the law 
It applies to stores, office^ niercan 
tile institutions, hotels, laundries, 
bowling alleys, theatres, concert halls 
or |>lacs s of amusement, maiiufactur 
ing eKlal)ishments,factories and W'ork- 
f1h>Ps, anil to minor.s who may Ixi em 
ployed as messengers or drivers there 
for, and provides; 


'I’hat no CTiild under 14 years of age 
.<hall work for v/ages; that Tio child be 
tween 14 and 30 years of age sliall be 
eniployed or iJermitted to work unless 
thfire is first placejl on file by the cm 
i»lf»yer an ago and school certificate 
ishued by the proper school authori 
ties, said certificate to be obtained 
by the child on oatli made by the par­ 
ent; abolishes the present system ol 
issuing age affidavits for children by 
notaric's public, and invests the sole 
responfiibility in the school autliori- 
ties; that employers shall keep 
register of all the children uialer 30 
years of age in his or her employ 
'I’he register to contain the name 
¡>Iaee of resitlencc and age of every 
child employe<l. That no child under 
10 years shall be Ciniployed for more 
than eight liours on any one day or 
more than forly-<»ight hours in an.' 
one w'eek. 


iSiight Work—That no child under 
10 years of age shall be employed or 
Iiormitted to work at any gainful oc­ 
cupation between the hours of 7 p. m. 
and 7 a. m.; that no child under 30 
years of age shall be permitted to 
work or to Ije employed at any time 
in any theatre, concert hall or place 
of amusement where liquor is sold; 
that every child under 10 years of 
age that works for w'ages must be 
able to read and write, or must Ix; at­ 
tending night school; the presence of 
any chiltl in an establishment sliall 
constitute jirima facie'evidence of hi^ 
or 
her 
employment therein; that 
every emi>l<iyer shall have posted on 
the wall of each room wdiere minors 
are empoyed a tiniii table containing 
ijit; namcis of children under 10 years 
of age employetl in that ro<im, their 
ages and places of residence and the 
hours emiiloyeil, together witii tinii* 
allowed ft»r meals; that n«» chihl un­ 
der 10 years of age shall work at a 
tlangerous occupation, or where its 
health is likf‘ly to be injured or mor­ 
als depraved. 
Se«!tion 11 specifics 
certain oecupali^*ns forbidtlen chil­ 
dren. 
Sections 10 and 11 apply to 
all cliildren whether employed under 
the old or new law. 


All children eniployeil on or before 
the .‘^Oth day of June who have on 
iiltf in their places of employment af­ 
fidavits made out by a notary pub­ 
lic (if saitl affidavits were on file 
prior to the 1st day of July), will not 
iiuv<* to st‘cure new age and school 
certificates, unless they change their 
places of employment Provided that 
in cases where the cliibl is apparently 
uud(‘r 14 and may bo working umler 
a falsfi affidavil, said child w'ill have 
to pr(K*ure a new certificate when or- 
d{*re«l by the inspectf>r. 
Enipl(»yers 
nmst liave an age and school certifi- 
eate on file for all children hired on 
or after July 1, 1903. 


'J’he. employer is only required to 
have one certificate, which is the “age 
and school certificate.” It should be 
jirinted similar to the enclosed sam­ 
ple, (since the school authorities fur­ 
nish their own printed matter). The 
folrm of eertifieato may differ in the 
manner in which the form is set up, 
but the reading matter is prescribt?d 
by law. 
AGE AND SCHOOL. CERTIFICATES- 
HOW APPROVED. 


An age and sfihool certificate shall 


Ik> approved only by the ació)erintei^i- 
ont of schools or by a person author­ 
ized by him in writing; or where 
there is no superintendent of schools, 
by* a person authorized by the school 
board: Provided, That the superin­ 
tendent or principal of a' parochial 
school shall Imve the right to approve 
an age certificate and shall have the 
sámo rights and iKtwers as the su­ 
perintendent of public schools to ad­ 
minister tlio oaths herein provided 
for 
children 
attending 
parochial 
schools: Provide-d, further, That no 
member of a school b(»ard or other 
person: authorÍ3|í(x]í as aforesaid, shall 
have the authority^ to approve such 
certificates for any child then in or 
about to enter ii5s own establishment, 
or the employment of a firm or cor- 
lioration of which he is a member, 
officer or employe . The person ai>- 
proving lliese cjertifieates shall have 
the authority to administer the oath 
provided herein, but no fee shidl he 
charged therefor. It sliall be the <luty 
of the school board or local school au­ 
thorities to designate a place (con- 
nectcMl with their offices, wh<*n j)rac- 
ticable) where certificates shall be 
issued and recorded, and to establish 
and m aintain the necessary records 
and clerical service for carrying out 
the provisions of this act 
1’lie manner in which a child pro­ 
cures an age and school certificate 
as folows : 


'I'he boy or girl applies to the sclioo 
it last attiiiided for a school certifi 
cate, which 
(school 
certificate) 
takes, accompanied by one of its par 
ents to the su[»eriñtendent of schoo 
or to the one who hits Ixien assignee 
by him in W’riting to issue certifi 
trates From this official the cliild o 
tains an age and school certificate lil 
the sanqjle enclosed. The child sur 
renders the original or school certi 
cate, which is filed away by the super 
intendent. 


An age and schol certificate can bt’ 
issued by the proper authorize<I oiTi 
cial, when a child presents satisfac 
tory evidence that it is 14 years o 
age or over, by either of the following 
proofs: A school certificate frofti the 
f)ublic or parochial school, a certifi 
cate of birth or, baptism or by th( 
register of birth with a town or city 
clerk, and in case arising wdierein the 
above proof is not obtainable, the par 
ent or guardian of the child sha 
make before the juvenile or coimty 
court as to the age of such child an< 
the court may issue to such child an 
age certi finite as sworn to, in whic 
ease the certificate issued l>y the court 
may bo exchanged for an age an« 
school certificate by the official whc 
issue age and school certificates, pn 
vidcd that in all cases the (thild can 
read at sight and Avrite legibly simple 
sentences, (any language). The cer 
tificaie of the i)rincipal of a public or 
I»arochial school shall be prima facic 
n'idenc<‘ as to the literacy or illitei 
icy of the child. 
Cojiies of tlie law, wall lists and any 
nformation desired will Ikí promptly 
furnished by the department of statr 
actory inspectors on request.

He barely 
cscaped with his 1 If©- The bo^,t rented 
on what appeared to be a ledge and be­ 
gan to sink rapidly. The men on the 
surface felt the tugging ait the ropes 
and knowing that something was wrong, 
pulled him to the enriace. When 
told them of tbe bottomless pit that 
nearly sv/allowed him, the men all 
laiighed, but the diver got out of his 
apparat us and refused to fco down again. 


Prom Haverstrav/ to Ossining the 
d^pth of the river is net more than seven 
fathoms, but off Fort Montgomery, 
where another chain was stretched dur- 
ingthe revoluton, it is 13 fathoms. There 
?s a hole oif Fort Washington which 
Shows a depth of 24 fathoms. At the 
base of Gro' Nest is a stretch of water 
30 fathoms deep. There many soldiers 
have been drowned while bathing. Just 
gQuth of this is a spot the bottom of 
wh Ich no man knoweth. It Is called the 
World’s End.” How It got the name 
is a mysteir. The oldest inhabitant 
knew of the dangerous spot and called 
It by this nanie. 


At Blue Point, a few miles above New­ 
burgh, there Is another deep spot, where 
scores of skaters have lost their lives. 
It is a curious fact that over these deep 
holas only the thinnest Ice forms, and 
most of those who go under coulti have 
avoided the localities, had they only 
beeii acquainted with their dangerous 
character. 


There are many legends connected 
with these deep holes In the Hudson, and 
stories of the most Improbable nature 
are frequently told by the old bpatm^ 
who ferry passengers across from West 
Polat to the Cold Spring.

In summer what becomes of the num- 
liers of stage people who return to the 
metroplis pennliess at the close of the 
season ? How do thf-y lire? Th ese Ques- 
tions,were put to the manager of the 
theatrical agcncy lb Broadway, says the 
Nev/ York Post. “Indulgent landladies, 
friends in the country, and parents in 
♦he city solve the summer problem for 
hosts of theatrical people,” replied the 
agent. "An actor would sooner starve 
than bo seen by his mates working at 
any other trade. About 75 per cen1t. 
of those who remain here get trusted 
or their summer’s board and lodging. 
They pay up, In most eases. In the course 
of the n€Kt season, sending from week 
to week to the landlady sufficient to can­ 
cel their summer’s indebtedness. 


‘Of course,” went on the agent, 
'théy’ré not all Improvident. See that 
little girl going out?” He pointed to a 
petite figure In the ceaseless stream of 
applicants. 
"Got plentv of money- 
enough to last her until the season opens 
and a bit to spare. They call her stingy 
on the road, because she won’t spend her 
money. Laugh on her side noyir. Many 
of .’em come here without a rag to their 
bàcks for summerand have to wear their 
winter clothes or last year’s sultB and 
dresses. . This one wean good clothes— 
summer clothes, of the newest pattern, 
and promenades on Broadway like a 
Queen. When she’s signed, and the hot 
leather is on to stay, she'll go down 
tà the shore or into tWe country, and en- 
oy.he^elf. Dresses well, looks well, 
livei? Well. Next wfnÇer she’ll pay her 
hôtel bills, with no ‘incidentals.*

The hjœt 
people, as a rule, don’t play summer 
esgagemlgnts, althoiïgh there aire exceih 
tions. Comparatively few of the best 
play summer stock, unless driven to it."
